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Applying for a DNR Grant—Updated Fall 2021

Amplifund Introduction

The State of Illinois adopted Amplifund as the statewide online grant management system in 2021. This
system is used to apply for grants, complete grant reporting, and request payments. It allows grantee
organizations to manage their State of lllinois grants in one place.

The Amplifund Grant Management System uses a single log-in that is also used in the Grantee Portal. It
pulls data from the Grantee Portal and the statewide Catalog of State Financial Assistance (CSFA) to
reduce the need for duplicate data entry.

How to Find a Grant Application Link

IDNR generally provides application links on the webpage for each of our grant programs. They can also
be found on the Catalog of State Financial Assistance (CSFA). The entries in this catalog include Notice of
Funding Opportunities.

The grant application link is included in each Funding Opportunity entry. Follow the instructions and
copy the link address into a browser.
